Soviet  methods  with  Ita  diplomatic  repre- 
sentatives Inspire  but  little  confidence  that  any 
new  relationship  between  Great  Britain  and 
RtissU,  fostered  by  the  present  Labor  Govern- 
ment, will  be  productive  of  good  results.  The 
case  of  M.  Blededowsky,  nrst  Counsellor  at  the 
BoTlet  Embassy  in  Parts,  Is  a  case  in  point.  A 
brief  cable  dlapatch  told  of  his  flight  to  place 
himself  under  the  protection  of  the  Paris  police. 
His  crime.  In  the  eyes  of  the  Soviet  Government, 
was  that  he  hod  warned  it  of  the  dangers  at- 
tendbig  Its  home  and  foreign  poUeles.  After  his 
represenUtions  M.  Blesedowsl^  was  visited  by 
M.  Rolsenmann.  a  member  of  the  Central  Con- 
trol Committee  of  the  Communist  Party  and  of 
the  Ogpu.  who  ordered  him  to  abjure  his  "hero- 
5le«,"  M  Blezedowsky  refused  and  was  t«ld  to 
return  to  Moscow  and  face  the  consequences 
This  also  he  refused.  He  then  packed  his  bag- 
g.^ge  and  decided  to  leave  the  Bmbaasy.  When 
he  made  an  attempt  his  way  was  twrred  liy  two 
porters,  and  when  he  tried  to  pass,  one  of  them 
drew  a  revolver  and  tlirei\iened  to  kill  him  if  he 
failed  to  obey.  He  rfturned  tr.  hi.s  room,  then 
made  his  way  to  Uie  garden  and  cUmblng  over 
two  iralls  effected  hU  escape.  He  went  to  the 
police  who  sent  their  men  to  the  Bmbasay,  and. 
although  opposed,  removed  the  wife  and  child 
"I  M.  Blezedowhky

Without  democracy  a  country  i.''  always  weak  at 
critical  times.

Chesterton's  remark,  that  "health  Is  the  most 
unhealthy  of  topics."  The  race  of  food  faddists 
that  has  sprung  up  In  modem  times  has  proved 
a  disconcerting  influence  and  -had  led  people  to 
think  altogether  too  mneh  of  what  and  whan 
and  how  the^  eat. 

#hat  people  are  prone  to  forget  tn  the  mat- 
ter of  diet  Is  that  how  much  and  what  to  eat  de- 
pends In  large  measure  on  the  physical  make-up 
and  the  life  of  the  Individual,  There  are  certain 
fundamental  foods  described  as  the  necessaries 
of  life.

The  Soviet  Government  is  considering  altering 
the  calendar,  at  least  to  the  extent  of  changing 
the  names  of  the  days  of  the  wed.  It  has  al- 
ready atxiUshed  religious  festival  anniversaries 
and  Is  at  work  upon  what  It  calls  an  "eternal 
calendar."  By  this  arrangement  each  year 
would  consist  of  seventy-two  weeks  of  five  days 
eadh,  which  would  leave  five  days  over  to  be 
devoted  to  Bolshevist  festivals.  These  days,  as 
denoted  In  the  present  calendar,  are  January  32, 
May  1  and  2,  and  November  7  and  8.  In  the  new 
calendar  those  days  would*  be  distributed 
throughout  the  year  as  general  holidays.  The 
leap-year  day  is  also  to  remain  outside  the  week. 
The  five  days  of  the  week  are  to  be  named 
Marx-day,  LenlnHlay,  Comlnten)-day»  Industrl- 
allzaUon-d^y  and  Commune-day.  This  proposed 
calendar  rather  compHeatet  efforts  In  other 
quarters  to  bring  about  world  aalendar  changes.

Any  person  who  Is  paying  Into 
that  Insurance  fiuid  must  have  com- 
plete freedom  of  choice  as  to  the 
practitioner  he  wi.ih(?.i  to  consult, 
regardless  of  thf  njlt  that  pcoctl- 
tloner  represents  He  should  also 
have,  should  it  be  necessary,  hospital 
attention  and  service  witii  a'  practi- 
tioner of  whatever  nilf  he  plea-iea  In 
attendance. 

The  matter  of  health  ln.iurance 
must  be  considered  from  all  view- 
pomu.  wltbmt  Uas,  and  with  an 
earnest  dsiire  to  plbce  It  upon  a 
just  and  adequate  basis. 

A  local  U.H.O.  has  given  his 
opinion  that  state  Insurance  should 
be  compulsory.  Compulsory  Insur- 
ance should  Imply  entire  freedom  In 
the  choice  of  medical  advice.

Another  reason 
why  iUtlstles  ihowad  an  Increase  in 
the  number  of  tuberculotls  oaees  in 
British  Oohunbla  waa  becauae  the 
disease'  was  spreading  rapidly  among 
the  Indians.  Coming  under  the 
Department  of  Indian  Affairs  at  Ot- 
tawa, these  had  pot  been  under  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  health  depart- 
ment of  BrttUh  Columbia,  and  until 
1022  no  att.entlon  whatever  had  been 
paid  to  the  tubercular  conditions 
Condltl'Uk'f  had  since  then  been
